Disagreements of the Raisin Growers. 


If what the local papers sty is true the raisin industry of Fresno county 


Is doomed to early and irretrievable ru|>i. They agree that raisin growing can 
only be made profitable by orianization and co-operation among the growers 
—not a portion'of them but a great mijority of those engaged in raisin pro- 
duction—but there the agreement ends. .One says one plan alone can save the 
raisin industry: the other sayf another plan is its' sole salvation. Each con- 
demns the other's plan as a ruinous df-vice. The quarrel is hot and .the lan- 
guage torrid. 


We know nothing about the matter, but are free to say that this chronic 


and acrimonious disagreement bodes no good to the raisin producers. Organ- 
ization is absolutely necessary, but harriony and mutual concession are neces- 
sary to efficient organization. An important industry, with millions invested 
in it, is at stake. This should admonish those personally interested to compose 
their differences and co-operatt- in amity and with zeal. This they will never 
do so long as they refuse to discuss their affairs temperately and allow them- 
selves to indulge in heated recrimination. 


Perhaps it may savor of impertinence for a journal published outside the 


raisin belt to offer any suggestion, but it does look as it the raisin growers 
are in need of a little sober advice; not as to how they should organize or the 
ba«is on which they should form their organization, but advice as to the spirit 
In which they should go about organizing. It is vitally'necessary to them in- 
dividually and collectively that they should have an organization compact 
enough to control the situation. With 'his necessity in view, it does seem as 
If tliey ought to be able to come together and formulate a plan at once satis- 


. factory and efficient. 
, 


. For several years the growers r.av.- had an organization of-one kind or 


•another, but each spring there has been i reorganization, accompanied by much 
bad blood and not a few hard -.vorda. Kvery plan thus far tried, if we gather 
_tho facts correctly, has developed imperfections that have bred dissatisfaction. 
.Nevertheless, it is admitted th.-it the growers' combine, short as it has come 
'of meeting expectations, has been of gre;.t benefit to the raisin industry. It has 
rescued 'the industry from a desperate situation, given stability to the mar- 
ket and better prices for raisins. In .-nany instances it has saved growers 
from Impending bankruptcy. 
I: has materially promoted the business inter- 


ests of the community. 


According to our view, the operatiors of the, combine should be judged by 


the«e results rather than by the imperfe. lions of the organization and the mis- 
takes of those who have directed it in ths past. If reason and temperance pre- 


' vail the imperfections may be eliminatec and the mistakes of the past avoided 


Jn future. This can never be done, how, ver. if the growers persist in dividing 
Into two irreconcilable factions, each belt upon having its own way without 
reference to the vlewj and wishes of the other. 
A split would mean dis- 


brganization and disaster, and that would be bad for the whole State of Cali- 
fornia.

The Scavengers' Appeal to T<awlesshess 
_ .^^i 


A word Is necessary In regard to the circular distributed all over the, city 


by the scavengers, who say In it that they propose to fight the ,-arbage ordi- 
nanc* in the courts, arid call upon householders to support then. in their at- 
tempt to defy the law;. . 


It is the privilege of any citizen to test the legality of any law or ordi- 


nance in the courts, but the householder who allows himself to bs made liable 
to arrest and fine in' this matter will be -very unwise. In the first place, the 
scavengers have no place to deposit -the garbage even If they arc permitted to 
collect it. The garbage .dumps, which existed by sufferance in d-fiance of'the 
general law, have 'been officially closed, and any person who col ects and de- 
posits garbage- within the city limits after April 1st Is guilty of two separate 
misdemeanors. Garbages now required to be cremated in Oakla id. The scav- 
engers are U'ithout the authority or appliances to cremate it. T: e Pacific In- 
cinerating Company have an exclusive contract with the city t > collect and 
cremate g-arbage. 


The fact is, that the scavengers will be out of business after today. If 


there is any controversy over the contract the city has entered ii to, the scav- 
engers are not a party in interest; they are only middlemen, and i annot violate 
trie health ordinance in any event. Trie moment they attempt to collect or 
deposit garbage they will be arrested as they should be. 


The point, however; for householders to consider Is that tre scavengers 


are trying to seduce them into allowing themselves to be used fi r an ulterior 
purpose. A test case is-not required; the scavengers are endeav iring to pro- 
mote an organize^ resistance to the execution of a law. 
They are advising 


and promoting a lawless resistance to the ordinance, and to ser -e their ends ' 
they are trying to persuade, by false representations, househol. ers to placo ; 
themselves in jeopardy. 
The citizen who desires to see law an 1 order sub- 


served, and desires to save himself expense and inconvenience, vill not leric! 
himself to any scheme that amounts to an open rebellion against constituted 
authority. 


The assertion of the scavengers that the garbage ordinarce is Illegal 


amounts to nothing. That ordinance was enacted or.ly after a most careful 
examination of the law and the decisions of the appellate courts cf the several 
States as to the.powers of municipalities to regulate and control- he collection 
and disposal of garbage. This examination was made by the a-.lest lawyers 
In the State, and the Council proceeded only after it was ab: olutely con- 
vinced that it was acting fully within its powers. 
It is idle an< worse than 


mischievous, therefore, for a gang of ignorant men to assert tl at the ordi- 
nance is illegal. 


Nevertheless, the assertion masks a .clearly defined object. 
That object 


to seduce several hundred misguided persons to join with then in a law- 


less and disorderly demonstration. 
In this respect the circular 
s designedly 


criminal, for it counsels, in its practical aspects, a forcible resiE:ance to the 
Jaw. 
This should not be countenanced or tolerated in an orderly community.
